COUNTY THIRD 
IN PRISONERS, 
100,000 BASIS 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Reports 
from the State Bureau of Correc­ 
tions show that Adams County— 
42nd of the 87 counties in popula­ 
tion—ranked third last year in the 
number of prisoners per 100,000 
persons. 
Although the county does not 
have 100,000 citizens, the bureau 
figured all of the counties on units 
of 100,000 persons in order to 
reach a ratio between the num­ 
ber of prisoners and the popula­ 
tion. 
Philadelphia, first in civilian and 
prison population, was far ahead 
with a rate of 289 prisoners out 
of every 100.000 population 
Dauphin with 182 per 100.000 is 
second and Adams was third with 
156 per 100.000 


Philadelphia First 
In actual number of prisoners 
in institutions as of Dec. 31. 1958, 
Philadelphia was first with 6.087, 
Allegheny second with 1.859, Del­ 
aware third with 681, Dauphin 
fourth with 376. and Erie fifth with 
356. 
John C. Yeager, director of re­ 
search and statistics for the bur­ 
eau, said the figures did not ne­ 
cessarily indicate a higher crime 
rate because several factors have 
to he taken into consider at ion. 
Probationary services 
usually 
are not too extensive in the small­ 
er counties, he said, and an of­ 
fenders chances of being sen­ 
tenced to jail is greater. 
The figures are influenced by 
several other things.

ANNOUNCE NEW 
LOAF OF BREAD 


The Stroehmann Brothers Co., 
Harrisburg, bakers of Sunbeam 
Bread, have announced the instal­ 
lation of a new process which will 
produce bread freed of air holes, 
flour streaks and which will fea­ 
ture two extra slices per loaf. 
The product, to be known as 
Stroehmann’s Batter Whipped Sun­ 
beam Bread, went onto the shelves 
of local merchants today. The 
bat ter-whipped process is the re­ 
sult of a high speed mixer which 
blends the dough in much the 
same way as a housewife would 
with an electric mixer. "The out­ 
come of high speed batter-whipped 
dough is a bread with a silky, 
even texture." one official said. 
The Vatter-whipped process is 
the result of lengthy experimenta­ 
tion by the Wallace and Tiernan 
Co., producers of baking equip­ 
ment for commercial bakers. The 
late Dr. Joseph Baker, director 
of research at Wallace and Tier­ 
nan, who 20 years ago began and 
perfected the process, is credited 
with its success. 
The entire batter-whipped pro­ 
cess is automatic, and the loaf 
reaches the wrapping machines 
untouched by human hands. The 
formulation of each loaf is the 
same as that of conventional 
bread, except that greater control 
of ingredients and their combina­ 
tion is possible. 
Directors of the bakery met with 
75 members of the press and 
special guests Friday afternoon,

manager of WGET and Carl A. 
Baum, advertising mananger. The 
Gettysburg Times. The group was 
taken on a tour of the plant and 
the new facilities were explained.
